‘ind Peace 
In Kingston

Peace has finally become a 
reality for two Vietnamese stu 
dents at URT 

Tong Son Dinh and Rita Chau. 
both freshmen, are tasting for 
the first time what it is like to 
live in a country that is not 
ravaged by war and commu 
nism. 

The dream started for Miss 
Chau a little less than two 
years ago when she was a stu 
dent at the American Commu 
nity School in Vietnam, Because 
of the American dependents’ 
evactation in 1964, the school 
closed and she was forced to 
take correspondence courses at 
the University of California 
During the course of her 
studies, Miss Chau was asked 
by one of her professors if she 
would like to come to the U.S. 
to study 

With the help of the Interna 
tional Volunteer Service which 
aids foreign students she was 
Drought here. Miss Chau was 
pul in the care of Mr. and Mrs. 
Raymond Hawksley, Before en 
tering URI, she studied and was 
¥vraduated from Lincoln School 
in Providence. 

Miss Chau is of Chinese de- 
scent but she has lived most of 
her life in Chaulon, a suburb of 
Saigon, Her family are mer 
chants in South Vietnam. Ske 
said her family very rarely 
mentions the war in their let 
ters and she remembers little 
nboul the war except the ever 
growing influx of American sol 
diers, When asked her feclings 
about the war, Miss Chau said 
“1 would rather not talk about 
the war or politics.” She added,

Mr. Dinh came to the United 
States after being accepted at 
URI, He had attended high 
school in Vietnam and was anx- 
jous to continue his studies in 
the U.S. Mr. Dinh’s parents live 
in Saigon where his father owns 
a small plantation. His three 
brothers are soldiers in the 
South Vietnamese army. 

After arriving in the United 
States eight months ago, Mr. 
Dinh taught Vietnamese to 
army officers in El Paso, Texas. 
His host family here in the U.S. 
is Major Francis L. Hanigan, 
assistant professor of military 
science at URI. Mr. Dinh is 
majoring in electrical engineer- 


_ ing after which he will return to 


Vietnam and serve four years 
in the army. 

Mr. Dinh said that bis parents 
are in constant danger from the 
Viet Cong. Two friends and two 
of his uncles have been killed in 
explosions set by the VC. Bomb. 
ings by the VC, he added. are 
occuring continuously. 

‘Mr. Dinh feels very strongly 
about the United States’ role in 
the war. He supports the U.S. 
policy and has optimistic feel- 
ings for the future of the war. 

‘Miss Chau and Mr. Dinh agree 

that the impressions that Amer- 


_ jeans in Vietnam gave them en- 


couraged them to come to the 
U.S. They hope to return to their 
country after they are graduat- 
ed, Although the peace of the 
United States is something they 
have sever known and are truly 
thankful for, they both said that 
their country needs them in 
peace or war.

ROTC Curriculum Change 
Meets Faculty Opposition 


A proposal that would change 
the present ROTC curriculum 
at the University of Rhode Is- 
land has met with opposition 
from some of the faculty, The 
program, given initial approval | 
by the curriculum committee of 
the college of Arts and Sciences, ; 
was recently presented to facul- | 
ty members for their considera- 
tion | 
According to ROTC officials, | 
the new program would be a} 
shift toward a more academic 
study of military science with a 
lesser emphasis on professional 
military training 

The new plan is based upon a 
study of the ROTC program by 
the Mershon National Security 
Program, which held a two day 
conference at Ohio State Uni- 
versity. The Mershon commit- 
tee recommended that the first 
year of ROTC training include 
a study of military history with 
a scope ranging from early 
times to the present. The second 
year would include a broad 
study of national security and a 
nation’s capability to provide 
for defense in economic, social, 
political and geographical 
terms. The third and fourth 
years of the ROTC program 
would include professional train- 
ing similar to what is now being 
taught under the present sys-| 
tem. 





Conflict With Other 
Departments? 


Opposition to the proposal 
was expressed by some faculty 
members who claim that the 
new curriculum would bring the 
ROTC program in conflict with | 
courses being taught in other 
departments. Leon F. Bouvier, 
an instructor in the Sociology} 
department, said that the ROTC 
Proposal “appears to be an in- 
trusion of the military into aca-| 


demic areas better left under 
the excellent Political Science 
and History departments.”

Coach Jack Zilly has given URI a winning foot- 
ball team this year, a thing everybody screamed for 
last year. 

The reason is quite simple—Geiselman, Kauf- 
man, and Caswell. These three mén have played ex- 
tremely strong football all season, all subsequentially 
improved over last year as is the rest of the team. 

The only difference between 1966 and 1967 is 
URI is winning a few ball games, although the teams ~ 
are basically the same. 

“One of the factors contributing to this change,” 
said coach Zilly, “is the fact that Frank Geiselman 
has balanced our offense.

One factor contributing to the success of Team 
1967 that Team 1966 lacked is spirit. “The spirit 
seemed to start after our scrimmage with the Harvard 
squad at which we played our worst,” Zilly com- 
mented. 

“This year I knew that the boys feel that they 
can win and want to win when they get on the field 
Saturday afternoons. I know that they will give one- 
hundred percent of themselves on the field,” was his 
praise. 

Two new assistant coaches this year, Zilly feels, 
also contribute to the teams winning efforts. “They 
have won the dedication of the boys,” he said. 

But the much improved record of the team is not 
a freak of nature as far as coach Zilly is concerned. 
He intends to keep URI football teams reputable. 

“We have our football program on strong ground 
now. What I want is to keep it going,” he empha- 
sized. He explained that with a winning record and 
an improved academic rating at URI, potential 
freshman football players can be recruited on 4 
higher caliber. 
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The Rams fought hard. They tackled viciously, fore- 
ing fumbles by Connecticut running backs. On defense 
they gong tockled, mauling the Connecticut quarter 
beck.

Just before his freshman cross country team was 
to race in a triangular meet four years ago. Provi- 
dence College coach Ray Hanlon sat the team aut- 
side the locker room. In a sympathetic but demand- 
ing voice he said: E 

“No one likes to get out there every night and 
run ten miles. It's a lot of sweat and trouble. It’s 
hard work.” ‘ 

The existence of the athletic scholarship proves 
the validity of his assessment. “Athletic scholar- 
ships are so transparent as a substitute for salaries 
that the courts in several states have ruled that sub- 
sidized student athletes are entitled to workers bene- 
fits.” Moderator Magazine reported in October of 
this year, 


THE PAY IS FOR PLAYING 


The recruitment of athletes before whom the en- 
ticing dollars are dangled to lure him to a university 
is nothing more than a straight business deal, The 
kid comes to State U and he will be paid to play. 

He picks up papers uround the field house an 
hour a week fo earn a semester's room or board. He 
ushers at home games in sports in which he does not 
compete. He does what coaches and administrators 
demand becouse he fears the loss of his scholarship. 

Last year on the Beacon sports page, former 
president Dr. Francis H. Horn described the “stu- 
dent-athlete:” “If the term means: “do we have stu- 
dents in college whose major extra-curricular interest 
is athletics?” the answer is yes.” 

While he favored increased and more liberal dis- 
tribution of aid to athletes, Dr. Horn states; “I don’t 
believe the university should admit anyone, however 
outstanding he may be as a high school athlete, un- 
less his academic record appears to insure success 
in college.” 

He continued: “I do believe, however, that be- 
cause of the situation prevailing in all colleges and 
universities, financial assistance to athletes does have 
to be more liberal than for the student body in gen- 
eral.” 

We do it because others do it. 

Until Jast year athletes receiving financial aid 
could NOT live in fraternity houses unless they had 

4 near dean’s list average. Although the rule has been 
relaxed somewhat, athletes must continue to eat in 
resident dining halls, despite membership in a fra- 
ternity, 


REVAMP AID DISTRIBUTION 


The problem of financial aid to athletes at the 
University of Rhode Island, although less acute at 
some universities, still plays a major role because 
limited funds are allocated for operating the univer- 
Sity.

If the first recommendation were adopted, the 
university would avoid the situation described by 
former Harvard dean John U. Monro. He once said: 

“Jt does not matter how bad the high school 
how dull the mind—the gifted athlete gets to col- 
lege. We mobilize everybody around to it—coaches, 
schools, parents, neighbors, alumni, boosters’s clubs, 
special tutors—no effort it too much for us.” 

Extensive recruiting would be unnecessary be- 
cause a quality combination of academics and ath- 
letes would draw qualified candidates in both areas. 
A basic recruiting program to introduce high school 
students with the university should however, be pur- 
sued. Wholesale pampering of prospective students 
should cease. In the process, fewer in person recruit- 
ing trips would save money. 

If officials insist upon awarding dollars for ath- 
letic heroics, they should at least not camouflage 
payments in menial jobs. A fund not connected with 
academic scholarships should be established from 
which money would be dispensed and accounted for 
in public records, 


A BLOT ON URI INTEGRITY 


To lift a student’s scholarship because he didn’t 
produce on the field may be sharp business, but it 
is also open acknowledgement that universities buy 
athletes. No university president concerned with the 
integrity of his school could tolerate buying and 
selling students. 

Let the athlete get the scholarship. If he does 
not produce or if he chooses not to compete, he 
should not be punished. He is entitled to right of 
choice.
